Legislator is Opposed to the 
Plan to Divide Texas. 


Declares State Not Big Enough 
to Suit Him · Now. 


Says e Will Fail Like 
| One of 1878. 


DisPaTcH. 

DALLAS Tex.) May 5.-—J. ©. 
McNealus, who represents the Dallas 
district in the Legislature, will take 
the lead in opposing any effort that 
may be made in the law-making 
body to submit to vote of the people 
the proposition of dividing Texas 
and creating a new State out of the 
western part of the present domain. 
He contends that the State is not 
large enough as it . 

DIVISION IMPOSSIBLE. 

“West Texas in its wrath is threat- 
ening to start a secession movement 
and set up a commonwealth all by 
itself,” he said. It the people of 
Texas and Congress agree to it that 
would be all right. But nobody in 
West Texas—even the infant-born 
of 1921-—-will Uve long enough to 
see Texas divided. There have been 
advocates of a divided Texas hereto- 
fore, but they got nowhere with 
their schemes. For instance, the late 
Col. John F. Biliott, while editor 
of the old Dallas Morning Herald, in 
1878 and 1880 vigorously advocated 
the division of Texas as a political 
campaign issue. Both Col. Elliott 
and the Herald owners were giad to 
abandon the issue before the move- 
ment got very old. The storm of 
protest and “stop my paper“ from 
all parts of the State jolted their 
mental powerhouses. 

“The one fault I have to find with 
territorial Texas ie that the State 
is already too small. In the de- 
ginning of the movement for Texas 
indgpendence, nearly ninety years 
ago, Texas was much larger than 
she is today. All that part of New 
Mexico east of the Rio Grande, 
which stream splits the State, north 
and south, belonged to Texas. So 
did .a large strip of territory ex- 
tending up through Colorado into the 
southern portion of Wyoming, near 
Rock Springs. Parts of Oklahoma 
and Southwestern Kansas, below the 
Great Bend of the Arkansas River, 
also belonged to Texas. 

FINANCIALLY EMBARRASSED. 

“After the revolution of 1836, 
Texas was financially embarrassed.

CONSTANTINE 


IS HARD UP. 


Queen Olga Reported to 
Have Offered Some of Her 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

PARIS, May 6.—Queen Olga, 
mother of King Sonstantine of 
Greece, is in such circumstances 
that she is reported to have offered 
some of her jewels for sale. It has 
just become known here that she 
recently sent a young Greek officer 
to the United Stat with a large 
emerald brooch with instructions to 
dispose of it at the highest price. 

The young man was dressed in 
civilian clothes and served as a mate 
on the steamer King Alexander. Up- 
on arriving in New York he failed 
to declare the jewel and he was ar- 
rested and imprisoned for twenty 
days. He was also fined $700, which 
was the foreign value put upon the 
brooch by the customs authorities. 

Antiroyalists in Greece assert 
that the whole Greek royal family, 
comprising the King and Queen, 
seven princes and about thirty prin- 
cesses, are feeling the effect of the 
economic distress in Greece. 

Several weeks ago officials of the 
United States customs service, in 
‘New York, seized a lavallere, with an 
emerald-studded pendant brooch, 
which they found in the possession 
of an electrician on board the steam- 
ship King Alexander. The jewel 
was appraised as having a value of 
more than $1000 and it still is held 
by the government.

FEAR OF CLOSED PLACES. 
There is a strange form of mal- 


ady known as claustrophobia. in 
which the sufferer has a horror ot 


being confined in reoms or houses, ; 


and is satisfied only when he is in 
the open air. I suspect that this is 
an exaggeration of the feeling latent 
in everyone—the horror of tunnels 
and the fear of being crushed by the 
eollapse of superincumbent matter. 

Twice in my life I have felt this 
horror acutely. The first time was 
wher I was a small child playing in 
the nursery and got into a large 
trunk and pulled the lid down. It 
locked itself with a click, and all 
my efforts to raise it were in vain. 
IT was released by my nurse in an 
agony of fear. The second time 
was in France at the beginning of 
the war. The company to which I 
belonged was going into the line at 

ivenchy, and to reach the firing 

neh it was necessary to crawl by 
night along a narrow trench covered 
with timber roofing. 

This roof was only about three 
feet above the flooring, and we had 
to make our way along the loath- 
some burrow fully equipped with 
overcoats and rifles, our packs slung 


kangaroo fashion beneath us. It 


was about seventy yards long. ard 
there were constant delays. To that 
natural tension which always exists 
in the vicinity of the front line was 
added this horror as well; and over 
all spread the cloak ef black dark- 


ness, fostering the vague fear of ice 


formless perils. Our very numbers 
—for we were packed closely to- 
gether—were a source of miagiving, 
for all the component materials of 
panic fear were present potentially. 

T had to call up all my powers of 
self-contrg! to avoid an abject col- 
lapse. 

This tunnel episode is an instance 
of the cumulative effect of three dif- 
ferent instincts simultaneously im- 
pinging——the fear of caves and dark- 
ness, and panic fear. The fear of 
caves goes back, I think, to the 
period of open prairie life, which 
actually preceded the cave period. 
When living on the prairies, man 
felt safe only so long as he could 
see all around him, his outlook un- 
impeded in every direction. Caves 
were the lairs of wild beasts and 
therefore to be shunned. | 

But this explanation is compli- 
cated by the fact that men did later 
on come to enter and inhabit caves. 
There can, however, be little doubt 
that extreme caution must stil] have 
been necessary, for we know that 
beasts of prey also lived in them 
_contemporaneously. There would 
‘therefore survive a habit of care- 
ful investigation before entry, 
prompted by an instinct of punctil- 
fous curio&ity which would only be 
satisfied by this exhaustive prelim-~- 
inary examination of dark nooks and 
crannies. It is the same instinct 
whiclstil! warns a dog to take noth- 
ing on tfust when entering a room 
for the first time, but to carry out 
a minute inspection under tables and 
sofas. 

There was also ever present in 
the thoughts of cave men the dan- 
ger of larger boulders becoming de- 
tached from the roof and ctushing 
him in their fall. Such disasters dia 
actually occur sometimes; they 
must often have been imminent like 
the sword of Damocles. I trace 
this fear of caves and tunnels, then, 
to prairie times, and regard the cave 
dwelling stage as one which gave 
definite living shape to an already 
existing but formless dread.—[O. G. 
8. Crawford in Living Age.

Motorists and users of fuel of] on 
the Pacific Coast may be among the 
first to suffer from the marine 
strike, it became evident yesterday 
when the Associated Of] Company 
announced the tying up of one of 
its oll tankers at San Francisco. 

Five other tankers owned by the 
various companies, with a total ca- 
pacity of between 350,000 and 400. 
000 barrels, delivering oll every 
forty days to Pacific Coast points, 
may also be forced to remain in 
port, officials of this and other 
companies stated. 

Oregon and Washington have on 
hand less than three weeks’ supply 
of gasoline, and special night trains 
are to be put in service to supply 
the Northwest, oi] men stated. 

This develops additional strain on 
the oil and gasoline supply of Call- 
fornia, and comes just at the time 
when the opening of the eastern 
Season promises an increase in mid- 
continent gasoline wholesale prices, 
which, according to the figures of 
the Independent Petroleum Market- 
ers’ Association, are row at 186 
cents. Freight rates and war tax 
to California total 8.56 cents per 
gallon; handling, 3 tents: while 2 
cents is required for retail profit, 
making a total cost of 29.56 cents to 
consumers, a part of which, cost 
must be borne by California's pro- 
duction in order to maintain the 
present base price of 27 cents. 

It is probable, local oi] men said

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Californians who recall the vigilance com- 
mittees of San Francisco and the mining 


towns of the early days will easily under- 


stand the nature and the activities of the 
Fascisti. Because the arm of the law was 
weak in California the vigilance commit- 
tees were organized; and, by reason of the 
weakness of the national government of 
Italy, or its disinclination to punish with 
resolute rigor the crimes of the Commu- 
nists, the Fascisti has sprung into being in 
the industrial centers of Italy. 

Readers of The Times will remember the 
neutral attitude taken by the Italian gov- 
ernment during the Communist outbreaks 
in Italy last year. At that time the Italian 
labor unions started a movement to drive 
the owners and managers of the principal 
mills and factories away from their plants 
and occupy and operate them as Communist 


units. The government declined to inter- | 


fere to restore the plants to the owners, 
and for several weeks the lawless posses- 
sion continued. When the men found that 
there was no money coming in and conse- 
quently no pay checks they gave up their 
Bolshevik experiment and begged the own- 
ers to come back. 

Since that time, however, there have been 
sporadic outbursts of rioting and sabotage 
in the industrial districts. Conditions be- 
came so unsettled that the loyal and con- 
servative elements of the community united 
to fight the anarchists and Communists 
with their own weapons. 

Whenever a Communist riot now starts 

in any part of Italy the Fascisti prompcy 
relly a man bunt efter the rioters. Mur- 
derous reprisals follow murderous assaults; 
and, as nearly always happens when mob 
rule is applied, the innocent suffer with the 
guilty. Murder cannot be made to justify 
murder; but it is the evident weakness of 
the national government of Italy that gives 
strength to the Fascisti. If the members 
of that body limited their activities to ral- 
lying for self-defense when the Communists 
start a riot they would be within their 
rights. But the man hunts, which are con- 
ducted after the riote are over, are work 
for the regular officers of the law and not 
for an association of volunteers, 
At the beginning of the Communists’ riots 
The Times expressed the opinion that the 
failure of the government to uphold the 
law, to protect the property as well as the 
lives of Italians, would have an evil effect 
upon both the government and industry of 
the country. Life and property will not be 
secure in Italy as long as two lawless 
bodies operate in defiance of constituted 
authority. It is encouraging, however, to 
note that the weakness or apathy of the 
government does not extend to the people 
as a whole. The Fascisti groups are show- 
ing themselves to be stronger and more 
resolute than the Communists. Whenever 
pitched battles have taken place the Fas- 
cisti won. 

Italy will not lapse into Bolshevism 80 
long as the Fascist! spirit survives. It is 
to be hoped, though, that the anti-Commu- 
nist groups will succeed in electing a ma- 
jority in the Italian Parliament. 
as they are able to do so the suppression 
which they now practice will be done under 
government authority, the suspects will be 
given the benefit of a trial by their peers 
and lawless Violence will no longer be nec- 
essary to vindicate the law. 


REPARING TO PAY UP. 
Driven to the wall by the refusal of the 


American government to interfere further | 


in strictly European affairs, faced by a 
new Entente ultimatum and the alternative 
‘of submitting to conditions to which it had 
arrogantly asserted it never would submit, 
the German Cabinet has resigned. * 
It is a collapse similar to that of the Ger- 
man government which preceded the sign- 
ing of the armistice. The new Cabinet, 
now in the process of formation, is expected 
to accede to the terms of the Entente ulti- 
matum by taking immediate steps looking 
to the payment of the first installment of 
the Allied indemnity. 

Teuton intellects are static. They lack 
the plasticity and resilience of the Latin 
mentality. The distinction is that between 
cast iron and highly tempered steel. Un- 
able to bend, they are forced to break. 
Slowly and with extreme reluctance the 
German Michel is coming to realize 
won the World War. ‘ 

President Ebert's first Cabinet, the one 
that has just resigned, was distinctly So- 
cialistic in its tendencies, containing a 
marked taint of Communism. In the new 
government the conservative element will 
predominate. Chairman Steresseman, head 
of the People’s party and representative of 
the German industrial group, has been 
asked, according to the latest advices from 
Berlin, to form the new Cabinet. He is ex- 
pected to occupy the position of Chancellor, 
which is equivalent to that of Prime Min- 
ister. His party has always favored mak- 
ing sufficient concessions to the Entente to 
prevent the further occupation of German 
industrial districts. 

The light of reason seems to be breaking 
through the gloom of unrest that has hung 
for three years above the horizons of Cen- 
tral Europe. Civilization has triumphed 
over militant barbarism. The German peo- 
ple are taking a hand in regulating the 
business of government. They are begin- 
ning to avail themselves of the benefits of 
republican institutions. 

Dreams of conquest that drifted into a 
hideous nightmare have finaily been dis- 
pelled. The German people perceive that 
the debt they contracted through their folly 
} of blindly following military leaders is not 
to be evaded and they have reached the 


unwelcome conclusion that they must begin 


payment. The example of the Russian col- 
lapse has opened their eyes to the terrors 
of Bolshevism. A grain of common sense 
germinating in the Teuton intellect has 
kept them from throwing the handle after 
the ax. They have taken stock of what re- 
mains to them after the collapse of the Ho- 
henzollern government and have reached 
the conclusion that it is worth preserving.

The rest of 
the world cares little how many volumes 
of remonstrance issue from the German 
presses, how many or what form of pro- 
tests their representatives utter in the 
Reichstag, provided they pay up and keep 
the peace. A bad man is quickly tamed 
when once relieved of his deadly weapon.

Economically, the 
retailer is of necessity the last of 
the chain to make readjustment and 
in some localities and some lines he 
has been less responsive to the ne- 
cessity of this readjustment than 
the situation calls for. The processes 
of competition work very sharply 
and promptly upon the manufactur- 
er and wholesaler because the buy- 
ers are comparatively few and very 
wise. They do not so react upon the 
retailer because the public at large 
is not so wise and is too inert to do 
‘that shopping around for the best 
bargains which is necessary to set 
up the processes of competition. 

It is entirely possible for us to 
maintain our high standards of liv-

Our exports have shown a great 
decrease in value, due to many 
causes: to the foreign political sit- 
uation; to the fall in prices reflect- 
ing in values rather than volume; 
to a general decrease in world trade 
common to every country with world 
realization of war destruction; to 
the inability of our financial machip- 
ery to meet the credit demands of

For many years Joseph Decker is 
sald to have traveled from coast to 
coast, dropping into a town, picking 
out a bank as his particular victim 
and leaving within a few days with 


considerable money. As Decker stood 
before Judge Reeve yesterday these 
conditions were recalled to him and 
made a part of the court record, and 
will go with him to San Quentin 
prison, to which place he was sen- 
tenced for from ten to forty-four 
years. He was convicted on four 
counts, 

Testimony at his trial showed that 
he held a twenty-minute talk with 
an official of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants National Bank, convincing 
him by exhibiting a forged letter of 
credit that he was E. B. Chandler, a 
wealthy business man of San An- 
tonio, Tex. He was given credit to 
the extent of $14,760. He was con- 
victed of getting all but $10 of that 
amount, through fraudulent means. 
It was charged by Dept. Dist.-Attys. 
Keyes and Fricke that a number of

a Houston bank.

Then he went to 
the various stores where Decker went 
to purchase article and there arrest- 
ed him.” 

Although Decker protested that 
he had served time only in Massa- 
chusetts and Sing Sing, the court 
pronounced sentence on all four 
counts, the terms to run consecu- 
tively. 

The day before Decker was con- 
‘victed, Deputy Keyes asked the court 
to raise his bail from $10,000 to $20,- 
000, largely because of Decker’s 
record. This was done. He has 
since been _in the County Jail.

Another factor that the City 
Board of Education objects to is 
the annexation of school districts 
without consulting the City Board of 
Education, The law on this phase 
of the question, County Superintend- 
ent Keppel stated last night, pro- 
vides that the matter of annexation 
rests with the Supervisors, who rule 
on a petition submitted by the dis- 
trict, which desires to be annexed.” 
Mr. Seaman yesterday declared 
“this is not exactly taxation without 
representation, but is the next thing 
to K. 


D. K. Edwards of the City Board 
of Education in a lengthy talk on 
the proposed annexation of Florence 
declared that the natural growth of 
Los Angeles last year brought 1%,- 
000 additional children to the 
schools, and this growth is taking 
all of the board’s available funds, 
It is also contended by the Board 
of Education that the area of the 
present Los Angeles school district 
is now too large. The members de- 
clare the outlying districts send the 
rate per pupil up enormously.
